For the benefit of those citizens of 
Sierra Madre who have to wrestle 
with income tax returns, 'the News 
prints the following notice from the 
office of the Internal Revenue Collec¬ 
tor. In it attention is called to 
changes made in the income tax pro¬ 
visions by the legislation passed by 
the recent Congress. 

The time for filing income tax re¬ 
turns is from January 1st to March 
15, 1922. It might be well to clip 
this out and keep it for reference. 

Enactment of new revenue legisla¬ 
tion has brought to the office of Col¬ 
lectors of Internal Revenue a flood of 
inquiries regarding various provisions. 
The Revenue Act of 1921 became ef¬ 
fective November 23, 1921, “unless 
otherwise provided for.” 

To avoid error in preparation of 
their returns and later difficulties with 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue, tax¬ 
payers are advised to carefully note 
the changes and when they become ef¬ 
fective. 

The excess profits tax is repealed as 
of January 1, 1922. The rates for 1921 
are unchanged. 

The surtax rates for the calendar 
year 1921 are unchanged, and range 
from 1 per cent on the amount of net 
income between $5,000 and $6,000 to 
65 per cent on the amount of net in¬ 
come in excess of $1,000,000. For the 
calendar year 1922 the surtax rates 
range from 1 per cent on the amount 
of net income between $6,000 and 
$10,000 to 50 per cent on the amount 
by which the net income exceeds 
$ 200 , 000 . 

The exemption allowed for a depen¬ 
dent is increased from $200 to $400. 
Married persons living with husband 
or wife and head of families are al¬ 
lowed a personal exemption of $2,500 


(instead of $2,000) unless the net in¬ 
come is in excess of $5,000, in which 
case the personal exemption is only 
$2,000. The act provides that in no 
case shall the reduction of the per¬ 
sonal exemption from $2,500 to $2,000 
operate to increase the tax which 
would be payable if the exemption 
were $2,500 by more than the amount 
of the net income in excess of $5,000. 
This is to overcome the disparity in 
the case of two tax payers, one of 
whom is just within tthe lower $2,000 
exemption and the other just within 
the higher $2,000 exemption. 

Single persons and married persons 
not living with husband or wife, are 
allowed an exemption of $1,000. Non¬ 
resident aliens are allowed a single 
personal exemption of $1,000. Per¬ 
sons having gross incomes for 1921 of 
$5,000 or over are required to make 
a return, regardless of the amount of 
net income. 

No change in made in the tax on 
admissions, except that after January 
1 , 1922, there will be no tax where ad¬ 
mission is 10 cents, or less. Effective 
January 1, 1922, the following taxes 
are also abolished: on musical instru¬ 
ments, sporting goods, chewing gum, 
portable electric fans, thermos bottles, 
fur articles, pleasure boats and pleas¬ 
ure canoes (unless sold for more than 
$100.) toilet articles, medicines and 
numerous articles of apparel. 

On and after January 1, 1922, the 
tax on various works of art is re¬ 
duced from 10 per cent to 5 per cent, 
the tax on candy from 5 per cent to 
3 per cent, and the tax on carpets, 
rugs, trunks, valises, purses fans, etc., 
from 10 per cent of the sales price in 
excess of specified amounts to 5 per 
cent of sales price in excess of speci¬ 
fied amounts. 

The tax on parcel past packages is 
eliminated effective January 1.

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Parking Ordinance or 

Accident-- Which Is Betterf 

A strict parking ordinance covering the business section ol 
the city is a very much needed piece of legislation and it is to be 
hoped the city trustees will pass such a measure soon. 

There is an ordinance on tfie books at present but it was 
drawn up a long time ago and it does not provide for the contin¬ 
gencies which have arisen with the largely increased number 'of 
automobiles and pedestrians which are on our streets every day. 

No city in the country has a corner or block fraught with 
more terrible possibilities in the accident line than the short 
stretch in front of the Kersting block and the P. E. station. 

One reason for delay in passing the necessary legislation is 
said to be that the city has negotiations under way with the P. E. 
with regard to the transfer of a portion of the railroad's right-of- 
way in front of the station to the city. In that case the city would 
be in a position to clear up the fishpond and regulate the parking 
at one and the same time. 

However, accidents don’t always wait for negotiations to be 
concluded. It might be a good emergency measure to ask the P. E. 
to forbid the use of their property for parking purposes. This 
would eliminate one row of vehicles. Then if the necessary re¬ 
strictions as to the amount of space on the north side of the block 
allowed for parking were made, the city marshal would have a 
much simpler task in his effort to save the lives and limbs of the 
citizens of this place in spite of their own foolhardiness. 

Sierra Madre Must Have 

More School Buildings 

In the news columns today is a statement from the clerk of 
the School Board concerning the crowded condition of the school 
rooms and the necessity for increased classroom space. 

The attendance at our school has doubled in a little over a 
year and at the rate at which the city is growing there is good 
reason to believe that the next year will probably show a similar 
increase. 

What are we going to do with the children? 

The schools of a city are high up on the list of important and 
necessary things. Good water, proper sanitary regulations and 
good schools, these three are absolutely necessary in the right kind 
of a city. 

Almost the first question asked by a homeseeker with children 
is, “What kind of schools do you have here?” So far it has been 
possible to give satisfactory replies, but that condition will not 
continue unless further accommodations are provided and that 
soon. 

One feature that complicates the matter is that there is so 
small an area belonging to the school. The playground facilities 
now are inadequate for the present number of children and there 
is not much adjoining property available at a price that would be 
within reason. 

With that after wisdom which is able to see so very clearly, 
many of us are now regretting that an effort was not made to se¬ 
cure the entire square on one portion of which the school is located, 
at the time the present school was built. That would help con¬ 
siderably now, though at that time the ground purchased seemed 
more than ample. 

But we haven’t it, and the question is what is the best thing 
to do? Where shall we find a suitable location for another school 
and how large shall it be? 

Sierra Madre is making the same mistake so many cities 
make. We are drifting peacefully along, making no provisions in 
the way of playgrounds or city squares or school sites or any of 
those necessary things for the time when the city will have twice 
or three times the population it has today. 

Where can we locate a municipal playground Last spring 
when that question was brought up by the secretary of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce the only answer was that this city needed none— 
the whole city was a playground. Does any one who makes a 
thoughtful survey of our city today really think that holds good, 
or will hold good two or three years from now? 

Where is f he space for a ball ground, for tennis courts, for 
basketball courts? A space that won’t cost too much money and 
that will be reasonably convenient as to location. If we don’t pro¬ 
vide for these healthy, normal outlets for the physical energy of 
the growing youngsters, what outlet do we propose to provide? 

How far are we thinking ahead for the welfare of our citizens 
of the next generations that, in spite of the complications arising 
from denser population, they shall have the opportunity for recre¬ 
ation and physical development that the children of earlier genera¬ 
tions have had in this lovely place? 

Wake up. people of Sierra Madre, and devote some time and 
thought to these questions which are becoming insistent. Your 
Chamber of Commerce should inaugurate and push to conclusion 


Sierra Madre, Dec. 28.—Dear Sierra 
Madre News: 

I read an article in a recent maga¬ 
zine in which the writer deplored the 
efforts in some beautiful suburban 
town to make an enlarged city of 
them.. 

When Sierra Madre was a small 
town many years ago our little com¬ 
munity under the able leadership of 
the late J. G. Blumer raised some 
$27,000 and got the Pacific Electric to 
come here. As one of the active citi¬ 
zens of that movement I cannot be 
deemed a “knocker” to any good plan 
to help Sierra Madre. 

I have reviewed the communications 
sent out by the committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce as to the re¬ 
organization plans now being so ac¬ 
tively pushed. I cannot see the wis¬ 
dom of those plans, though I hate to I 
refuse to be in the same boat with 
those whose friendship I prize and 
hope I can still keep. 

I cannot favor the plan to increase 
the price of membership in our Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce—so high that it will 
cause class distinction among our peo¬ 


ple, for many who might join will not 
be able to afford another onslaught on 
the economy of home expense. 

I do not favor the plan of having an 
outside booster-, who of course must be 
paid a good commission for his able 
and energetic efforts. I do not blame 
thes. gentlemen. It is business with 
them, and I understand they were in¬ 
vited. I have owned property here 
for over thirty-five years. Sierra 
Madre has been to me and my family 
and many friends a place of quiet 
beauty. It is a city of beautiful loca¬ 
tion and of blessed quiet at night for 
the tired man of business or labor. 

The plan proposed, if successful in 
its object, would result in a city of 
noise, bustle and crowds and so less 
fit for children or those whose illl 
health draws them to the wonderful 
curative powers of this locality. 

Sierra Madre is growing fast j 
enough without the proposed plan. 

I thank you for your kind consent 
to have another side of the question 
stated.

Use of Streets.

Storage of F.arth on Streets Prohib¬ 
ited and Handling of Rubbish 
Regulated.

It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation 
engaged in selling oils to mix or adul¬ 
terate any oil used for illuminating 
purposes or combustion, with benzine, 
naphtha, gasoline, or any other sub¬ 
stance, and all oils from petroleum or 
its products before being used for

Fire Escapes.

SECTION 47. That the 
the City Electrician of the 
Sierra Madre be, and the 
hereby created. Such City Electrician 
shall be appointed by the Board of 
Trustees of said City, and shall hold 
office during the pleasure of said 
Board. He must qualify within ten 
(10) days from the time of his ap¬ 
pointment by taking and subscribing 
the constitutional oath of office and 
file the same with the City Clerk. 

SECTION 48. Said City Electrician 
-hall have the supervision over the 
a , installing, connecting, wiring 
otherwise putting in place, and 
maintenance and use of all elec trie a 
wiring connections, appliances, appar¬ 
atus and equipment in or about any 
building or structure in the City of 
Sierra Madre. He is hereby vested 
with all the power and authority and 
shall periorm all the duties require,1 
,f him. now or hereafter provided by 
mv ordinance, rule, regulation or or- 
ler of said City. He shall receive 
is his salary or compensation the 
amount fixed in the resolution ol his 
appointment, and he shall keep 
proper books for that purpose, 

•ount of all fees paid, giving the name 
of the party, date and amount of said 
fee, which books shall be open for 
public inspection, and he shall, on the 
first dav of each month, render a re¬ 
port to'the Board of Trustees of the 
number of permits issued during the 
proceeding month with the amounts 
0 f fees collected therefor. He shall 
ilso deposit with the City Treasurer 
the amount collected by him during 
the said month, taking duplicate re¬ 
ceipts for the same, and file one of 
such receipts with his said report. 

SECTION 49- No person, firm or 
corporation shall equip any building 
with wiring or apparatus, or make 
any alteration of, change in, or ad¬ 
dition to any electric wiring or appar¬ 
atus, without first receiving from the 
said City Electrician a written per¬ 
mit to do the work, and when an 
equipment is found to conform with 
the rules and regulations adopted 
herein, the City Electrician shall is¬ 
sue a Certificate that the terms of 
this ordinance have been complied 
with, to conform to the rules pre¬ 
scribed herein; and it shall be unlaw¬ 
ful to furnish any such current for 
the same until said certificate has 
been issued in accordance-with the 
terms of this ordinance. 

The provisions of this ordinance do 
not apply to Central Stations. 

SECTION 50. The rules and regu¬

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Underwriters, as embodied in their 
“National Electric Code” are hereby 
udopted as the rules and regulations 
for installing and using electrical 
wiring connections, appliances and ap¬ 
paratus in said City, together with 
the rules and regulations adopted by 
the State of California and such rules 
as may hereafter be adopted by the 
City of Sierra Madre, and must meet 
the requirements of the Company sup¬ 
plying Electrical energy. 

SECTION 61. In arranging cir¬ 
cuits to comply with Code Rule 2;! (d) 
in residences, ceiling outlets shall be 
wired for not less than the number 
of 40 watt lamps specified below: 
Reception Hall 2-40 watt lamps 

Living Room 3-40 watt lamps 
Dining Room 3-40 watt lamps 

Each Bedroom 2-40 watt lamps 

All plugs in bath rooms, dining 
rooms, breakfast nooks, kitchen or 
screen porches shall be wired on sep¬ 
arate circuits of No. 12 R. C. wire. 
All light plugs shall be figured as, 
3-40 watt lamps. 

Approved outlet boxes or plates 
shall be installed at all outlets in con¬ 
cealed “knob and tube” work, the 
wires to be protected by approved 
flexible tubing extending in continuous 
lengths from the last porcelain su p 
port into a box. All outlet boxes and j 
fittings shall have a conductive coat¬ 
ing. All service switches shall be in- 1 
stalled in an iron box and operated 
externally. All cutouts shall be in 
iron cabinets. 

Where service switch is located 
outside of a building the wireman shall 
protect same from the weather in an 
effective manner. 

If more than four (4) circuits are 
in use, a three wire feed shall be re¬ 
quired. The use of cord work where 
standard wiring is required is prohib¬ 
ited. The use of canopies less than 
% inches deep is prohibited unless 
used in connection with outlet box at 
least 34 inch deep. 

Feed wires shall be No. 10 B. and 
S., gauge or larger, and wireman shall 
leave proper sized fuses in place. 

Five inch mud bushings are re¬ 
quired and must be taped in place. 

Use extra knobs where tapping off 
for branches, and use knob within 
three inches of bushing where strain 
may come on such bushing. 

Contractors must test with magneto 
all work upon completion of same. 

When fastening knobs to one-inch 
boards screws must be used. 

All attic wires must either be run 
between joists or on rafters. If raf¬ 
ters are used wires must be protect¬ 
ed where passing from rafters down 
to ceiling below. “Trees” are pro¬ 
hibited. 

Not more than three ceiling outlets 
will be allowed on one store circuit. 

SECTION 52. All electrical work 
in Fire District No. 1 hereafter shall 
be placed in metal conduits, armored 
cable or metal molding. “Knob and 
tube” or open work shall not be al¬ 
lowed. 

SECTION 53. If any part of an 
electrical equipment in or about any 
building in the City of Sierra Madre 
should be found to be dangerous to 
life and property, the City Electrician 
shall have the right and power, and 
it shall be his duty to notify the own¬ 
er of the building or equipment, to 
cease using electric current in such 
dangerous equipment, and to have the 
defects in said equipment repaired 
within a reasonable time, not exceed¬ 
ing ten days from date of notice. The 
City Electrician is also authorized to 
give written notice to the company 
furnishing the electric current to any 
such dangerous equipment to cease to 
supply the same until the defects are 
repaired. In a prosecution for a viola¬ 
tion of the provisions of this section, 
each day’s neglect to comply there¬ 
with shall be considered and taken as 
a separate violation. 

SECTION 54. The City Electrician 
shall charge and collect from the per¬ 
son, firm or corporation to whom any 
permit for doing any electrical work 
is issued under the terms of this or¬ 
dinance, the following fees, to-wit:

charge shall in no case be less than 
one dollar. 

Every person, firm or corporation 


making application for any permit to 
do electrical work under the terms of 
this ordinance, shall at the time of 
such application, file with the City 
Electrician a plan or statement, show- 
! ing the character and amount of such 
work, and shall at the same time de- 
| posit with said City Electrician the 
amount of the permit fee and of the 
1 fees of inspection of all work, shown 
on said plan or statement in accor¬ 
dance with the above schedule. If any 
additions shall be made to such work 
or any extra inspections of the same 
shall be necessary, the person, firm 
or corporation to whom the permit is 
issued, shall pay the City Electrician 
the inspection fees therefor, accord¬ 
ing to the above schedule, within ten 
days after demand therefor by said 
j City Electrician, and if said person, 
firm or corporation shall fail or refuse 
to pay said fees within said period of 
j ten days, the City Electrician shall not 
thereafter issue to such person, firm 
or corporation any permit for the do- 
J ing of any electrical work until such 
fees are paid. 

The City Electrician shall not issue 
j the certificate provided for herein for 
any electrical installments or equip- 
: ment until all fees for the inspection 
I thereof have been paid. 

In cases where a building permit is 
| necessary, the electrical permit will 
| not be issued until after the building 
permit has been issued. 

All plumbing and other piping or 
tube work must be in place on work 
to he concealed before the electrical 
i wiring is inspected, and no such wir¬ 
ing will be considered as complete un¬ 
til such piping is in place. Upon mak¬ 
ing inspection of any electrical equip¬ 
ment the inspector shall leave a no¬ 
tice on the service switch or other 
suitable place, stating the work has 
been inspected by the Department of 
Electricity; and it shall be unlawful 
to lath, plaster, seal or in any manner 
conceal any electrical wiring or other 
electrical work until the same has 
.been inspected as herein required. 

Report of Inspector. 

SECTION 56. The City Electrician 
shall keep, in proper books for that 
purpose, account of all fees paid, giv¬ 
ing the name of the party, date and 
amount of said fee or fees, which said 
books shall be kept open for public 
inspection and the City Electrician 
shall, on the first day of each mom.., 
render report to the Board of Trus¬ 
tees, of the number of permits issued, 
the value and character of the work 
to be done thereunder, with the 
amounts collected for the same during 
the preceding month, and he shall also 
deposit with the City Treasurer the 
amount collected by him during said 
month and file receipt for the same 
with his report. 

SECTION 56. Any person, firm or 
corporation who shall do, or attempt 
to do, electrical construction work, 
whether original work or alterations, 
without first obtaining from said City 
Electrician a permit to do such work, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
punishable as hereinafter provided. 

SECTION 57. This ordinance shall 
not be construed to relieve from, or 
lessen the responsibility of any party 
owning, operating, controlling or in¬ 
stalling any electrical equipment for 
damages to any one injured by any 
defect therein, nor shall the City be 
held as assuming any such liability by 

reason of the inspection authorized 
herein or certificates issued hereun¬ 
der. 

SECTION 58. Any person, firm or 
corporation who shall either violate, 
neglect or refuse to comply with any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be pun¬ 
ished by a fine of not more than 
Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars, or 
by imprisonment in the City Jail of 
the City of Sierra Madre, for not 
more than ninety (90) days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment; und 
every day which any violation of this 
ordinance continues shall be deemed 
and considered us constituting a new 
offense and be punished as in this sec¬ 
tion provided. 

SECTION 59. Ordinance No. 189, 
entitled “An Ordinance of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Amending Section 15 of Ordinance 
No. 14, Containing Cesspool Specifica¬ 
tions and by Adding Two New Sec¬ 
tions to be Known as Section 15A Re¬ 
quiring a Permit; 15B Providing for 
Inspection and 15C Providing for Pen¬ 
alty for Violation of the Provisions of 
This Ordinance,” adopted the thir¬ 
teenth day of August 1914, and all 
other Ordinances or parts of Ordin¬ 
ances in conflict herewith shall be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 60. This Ordinance is 
urgently required for the immediate 
preservation of the public peace, 
health and safety. The following is a 
specific statement showing the urgen¬ 
cy of this Ordinance: 

That said City of Sierra Madre has 
no ordinance regulating building, 
plumbing, electric wiring or the con¬ 
struction of gas plumbing or gas pipes 
in the City of Sierra Madre, and such 
an Ordinance is now immediately re¬ 
quired. 

SECTION 61. The City Clerk shall 
certify to the passage of this ordin¬ 
ance by a vote of four-fifths of all the 
members of the Board of Trustees of 
said City of Sierra Madre, and its ap¬ 
proval by the President of said Board, 
anil shall cause the same to be printed 
and published once in the Sierra Mad¬ 
re News, a weekly newspaper of gen¬ 
eral circulation published and circu¬ 
lated in the City of Sierra Madre and 


thereupon and thereafter the same 
shall be in full force and effect.

FOUR YOUNG WOMEN PLEAD 

FOR NEAR EAST RELIEF FUND 

1 Four young women, returned Near 
j East Relief workers in Palestine, Tur¬ 
key und Southern Russia, have issued 
an appeaj for funds from philanthrop¬ 
ic persons throughout Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

The appeal is signed by the 
Misses Mabel Farrington, Evelyn 
Trostle, Irene Ehlred and Elise Tru- 
ran, each of whom has, according to 
relief officials, an enviable and heroic 
record in orphan relief activities over¬ 
seas, working often in the midst of 
battles, deportations and massacres. 

“We helped gather into the orphan¬ 
ages of the Near East Relief (char¬ 
tered by Congress) the little orphan¬ 
ed children who soon would have per¬ 
ished, and now over 100,000 of them 
are safe within the gates. But out¬ 
side still clamor for admission thou¬ 
sands upon thousands of others. 

“As America’s, as your representa¬ 
tives, we were compelled—oh, so oft¬ 
en—just for the lack of a little mon¬ 
ey—to send dear little children away 
from our orphanages to slow death. 
Not knowing how great was the need, 
big-hearted America had not sent us 
enough money! 

“It is for these hopeless little ones 
who for lack of food and funds can¬ 
not as yet taken in, that we have 
returned to rich, happy America for 
a while, to ask for help—your help!

OF VEGETABLES 

California is the leading state in the 
Union in the production of vegetables 
according to a report by the Univer¬ 
sity of California College of Agricul¬ 
ture. During the year 1920, Califor¬ 
nia lead all other states in the amount 
of shipments of asparagus, eelerey, 
cantaloupes, lettuce, onions and spin¬ 
ach; third in green peas and tomatoes 
and fifth in green beans, seventh in 
water melons, tenth in cucumbers 
and thirteenth in green com. Aver¬ 
aging all these vegetables outputs 
totals with the production of the 
Country, California ranks first.
